AMERICANS ANU FRENCH 
HOLDING GATTLE UNES 
IN UIG NEW OFFENSIVE 


(Associated Press Leased Wire.) 
Fu riou sly lau nching new attacks against the allied 
p ositions on the Marne front from Chateau Thierry to 
Rheims, the Germans continu e their effort to break the 
French and American defense. The Germans made p ro­ 
gress du ring the night bu t their p rogress was slow com­ 
p ared to the sweep of the Teu ton legions in their former 
attacks in Picardy , Flanders and the Aisne. 
It ap p ears that the enemy , after crossing the Marne 
between Dormans and Chatillon, hav e reached this area 
containing the v illages of St. Agnan, La Chap p elle and 
Monthodon, which lie ap p rox imately a mile and three- 
qu arters sou th of the riv er. The enemy adv ance bey ond 
the ou tskirts of these v illages, howev er, is being held u p . 
Ju st to the northeast the Germans hav e managed to 
trav erse the Bou qu igny wood, bu t on the sou thern side of 
the wood they hav e been stop p ed. 
West of Dormans, which is 24 miles east of Chateau 
Thierry , American troop s are holding the battle line. Un­ 
official adv ices say that in this area the Americans hav e 
retaken Fossoy and Crezany , towns on the sou th bank of 
the Marne where the Germans gained grou nd in their 
first ru sh across the riv er.

We are all the 


makers of our national home, and we must arise with spirit and dispose of 


tDis treacherous g uest we have with us. 


The German people must be made to see, by all means in our power, 


that their ideas, ideals, thoug hts, methods, acts, are utterly detested by the 


world in g eneral. There is no better way to accomplish this than by using 


the rule off cancellation. Cross them off as a factor 
in the affairs 
of the 


world, as fast as posible, in way s both g reat and small. The world can g et 


along without Germany much better than Germany can g et along without 


the world. 


The idea of cancellation is rapidly g rowing . Help it on. Cancel the lan­ 


g uag e, books, music, business, names, any thing and every thing German. 


And let us g o on cancelling until it dawns on the obsessed minds of these 


people, that they have broug ht down upon themselves the utter loathing of 


a world. 


A man, thoug htful and sane-minded, who has seen what they have done 


on the other side, say s: 


” 1 have come home with such hate in my heart that I am almost afraid 


of my self. Ihe Germans uon’t belong in this world. They have placed them­ 


selves outside the pale of civilization. 
1 want to see them wiped out as a na­ 


tion, and 
1 want to forg et that Germany ever ex isted. I never want to hear 


the name ag ain.”

Tour y ears an d have set a very high 
stan dard for Un cle Sam. 
But the su­ 
perlatives In dulged in by the gen eral 
were sin cere. He actually believes the 
Nation al army will be as fin e a lot of 
men as ever stood in a un iform, an d 
after seein g them an d talkin g with 
them in in ore than fifty villages I 
must say that I thin k he has prophetic 
vision . 
All Sho w Their Mettle. 
To praise the Nation al army does 
n ot Imply disparagemen t of an y other 
win g of our military force. 
The mili­ 
tia 
group 
has already , 
in 
various 
clashes with the en emy , shown the 
stuff of which it is made. 
The 104th 
regimen t, which halls from Massachus­ 
etts, has been decorated by the Fren ch 
govern men t fo r its valor un der heavy 
fire. All the men have made good, but 
all they have don e will un question ­ 
ably be equaled by the excellen t army 
o f draft men . 
The latter have the 
phy sique, the in itiative an d the spirit. 
As o ne o f them muhL “ We’re n ot here 
because we’re here; we’re here because 
it’s where we belon g an d where we 
wan t to be.”
